1874—1882. 

This is the second time during eight years 
that the Republican party has met.with a 
disastrous and general defeat. The first took 
place in 1874, two years after the Presiden- 
tial election of 1872, when the Republicans 
elected Gen. Grant the second time, carrying 
nearly the entire Electoral vote and electing 
a House of Representatives numbering two- 
thirds of its members Republicans. 

Two years later, in 1874, the Republicans 
had so abused their power, had so con- 
verted the Government into one of personal 
power, and had so recognized the local State 
Governments as mere personal provinces 
under the personal rule of exclusive parti- 
sans, that the country took alarm, and 
throughout the whole Nation became im- 
pressed with the necessity that the Repub- 
lican party should have prompt and vigor- 
ous correction and purification. At the 
fall elections in 1874 there was an up- 
rising, and the ‘country employed the 
Democratic party to work the re- 
quired purification. The Democrats were 
allowed to carry the elections of that 
year in nearly all the Northern States. 
The Democratic party elected their State 
tickets or elected a majority of Congressmen 
in New York, Pennsylvania, Delaware, New 
Jersey, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Oregon, and 
Michigan. In Massachusetts the Democrats 
elected their Governor and several members 
of Congress. In IHinois, Michigan, and other 
States the Democrats made large gainsin the 
State Legislatures, which atterwards resulted 
in the defeat of Republican Senators. The 
Congressional elections of that year resulted 
in the choice of 165 Democrats, 103 Republic- 
ans, 6 Independents, with 18 to be elected in 
the succeeding year. 

The country in 1874, which in 1872 had 
given such an overwhelming Kepublican vic- 
‘tory, was convulsed with popular indigna- 
tion and discontent with the weakness and 
corruption of the then Administration. The 
salary-grab, the excessive appropriations, the 
refusal to reduce taxes with an excessive re- 
serve; Robeson’s corrupt mismanagement of 
the navy, with the scandalous conduct of 
Belknap .and Attorney-General Williams 
and others, added to the public disgust. Ben 
Butler was a recognizéd chief of the Gov- 
ernment, insultingly defying the civil-service 
reform asked for by the country. The en- 
tire machine was in operation under the 
protection of the President, and Ben Butler 
led the Administration forces in Massachu- 
setts and was buried in the popular storm, 
which elected a Demoeratie Governor and a 
half dozen Democratic Congressine.. in that 
State. Popular coalitions were organized. in 
many of the States. In that eventtul year

DEFEAT OF THE TDokATLD GANG. 

The election of Hanchett as Sheriff and a 
majority of the Republican county ticket is 
a substantial victory for the Republican 
party under the existing conditions. It 1s 
almost exceptional this year. The same in- 
fluences hich operated against Republican 
success throughout the country were at 
work in this county, and added thereto was 
the senseless agitation over the prohibition 
question, which was not in issue. The 
Hesing-Raster resolutions in the County Con- 


vention cost the Republicans from 4,000 to 


5,000 votes. They prompted the independ- 
ent prohibition movement, which drew over 
2,000 votes from the Republican ticket, and 
they merely served to aggravate the German 
apprehension of coercive temperance legisla- 
tion, which cost the Republicans from 2,500 
to 3.000 more votes. These various condi- 
tions persuaded the Democrats mat they 
would sweep this county as they have swept 
other Republican sections, and they talked 
confidently of a majority ranging from 6,000 
to 10,000. instead of this they have been 
practically beaten. 

The reason is obvious. The McDonald- 
Harrison-MeGarigle combination, alarmed 
the people of Chicago and Cook County. 
The majority of the voters might have been 
willing here, as elsewhere, to assent toa 
Democratic. victory this year. There was 
unusual apathy among the Republicans. The 
Democrats were incited to special party 
loyalty by the encouraging prospect for 
success throughout the country. The Ger- 
man Republicans were disgruntled. The Irish 
had been accorded a large representation on 
the Democratic ticket. All the conditions 
save one wereas favorable toa reversal of 
the Republican majority in Cook County as 
they were for Democratic victory elsewhere. 
But the Democrats had turnéd over their 
local organization to Mike McDonald. He 
was running McGarigle for Sheriff, and Har- 
rison was aiding and abetting his effort 
to secure control over the system of crim- 
inal prosecution in this county. Thereputable 
classes revolted against the threatened Mc- 
Donald rule. Decent Democrats preferred 
to sacrifice party advantage when it was 
within their reach rather than submit to 
Mike McDonald. Decent Germans concluded 
that an undefined dread of possible prohibi- 
tory legislation was less alarming than the 
actual menace of McDonald’s supremacy. 
Decent Irishmen refused to take the bait 
thrown out to them in McGarigle’s national- 
ity when his election threatened a dynasty of 
corruption and maladministration. The Mc- 
Donald influence was the one element which 
saved the Republicans of Cook County from 
the general disaster, and Tun Tumors 
takes to itself some credit for a frank and 
persistent exposure of the real issue in the 
local campaign. 

The defeat of McGarigle under the circum- 
stances was a rousing victory for the Repub- 
licans and the respectable classes generally. 
It every other candidate on the Democratic 


| ticket had been elected, this exception would 


have atoned for the general result. If the 
Democrats experience special humiliation at 
the failure to carry Cook County when their 
colleagues were storming other Republican 
strongholds, their present discomfiture may 
induce them to rescue their local party 
organization from the City-Hall gang, nomi- 
nally headed by Harrison, but actually con- 
trolled by Mike McDonald. The Democrats 
who have been elected in this county owe 
their exceptional fortune to various circum- 
stances, and their success was in spite of and 
not owing to the activity of the managing 
politicians. Mr. Seipp ought. to have 
been defeated for lending the McDonald 
crowd the use of his name; that 
he was notis due mainly to the conviction 
that he cannot be used in any manner by the 
bad company in which he was found. The 
position he shall take and the influence he 
shall exert next spring when the Harrison- 
MeaDonald faction will again seek to run the 
Democratic party, and retaiy their hold upon 
the City Government, will show whether this 
popular impression is correct.. The Irish, 
though resenting Mike McDonald’s dictation, 
showed their usual preference for candidates 
of their own nationality, which will account 
for the majority which is claimed for Ryan 
over Galloway for County Clerk. As a 
whole, however, Cook County has been saved 
to the Republicans in a year of general de- 
feat. It is of still greater importance that 
the power of the responsible classes has been 
demonstrated to be ample in time of emer- 
gency to put down the vicious element ‘in 
politics. Mike McDonald will probably re- 
tire from the actual control and Carter Har- 
rison from the nominal leadership of the 
Democratic party in Chicago; it not, the 
Democrats may as well abandon all hope of 
governing this community.

* THE NEXT CONGRESS. 

The general drift of the returns indicates 
that the next Congress will be Democratic. 
The extent of the majority can only be deter- 
mined by the official figures. Readers of 
Tur Trisun«s have been prepared for this 
result. The local dissensions which enabled 
the Democrats to earry Ohio, which forecast 
Republican defeat in New York and Penn- 
sylvania, which left but a desperate chance 
of carrying Indiana, and foreshadowed a re- 
duction of Republican majorities in lowa 
and Michigan and Illinois, gave the Repub- 
licans but little hope of retaining the small 
Republican majority which controls the 
Lower House of the present Congress. There 
was but little to be expected trom the South- 
ern States; the political methods in that sec- 
tion of the country preclude, as a rule, any 
break in the Bourbon stronghold, but a few 
Congressmen have been gained from the 
South. The consolation which Republicans 
must seek in the returns which are presented 
to them is made up as follows:. (1) The 
changes in the Senate will not be so sweep- 
ing as they threaten to be in the Llouse, 
and there is a prospect that the political 
lines in that body will be so close 
as to hold the Democratic majority of the 
House in check; (2) among the Republicans

Robeson may probably be counted, and his 


‘rejection will add to the moral effect of the 
general impression that the Republicans of 


the country have nad more to do with the 
general party defeat than the Democrats 
have had; and (3) Democratic control of 
Congress immediately préceding an election 
for President is apt to react in favor of the 
Republicans by demonstrating anew the 
Democratic incapacity for legislation and 
National goverument. It the Democrats 
have assured their control of the next Con- 


gress, it isto be hoped that their majority 


will de large enough to — — 
for them to shirk the responsibility they

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my eg edat om make no better 
use of their power they may look forward to 
even more overwhelming defeat in 1984 than 


they experienced two years ago. They will 


be confronted with many em prab- 
lems, and they will probably develop the 
same uncertainty of purpose, the same dis- 
agreement in counsel, and the same perver- 
sity of partisanship which they manifested in 
their previous ascendenty. On the, whole, 
the prospect of Democratic control ‘of the 
next Congress is the least of the evils which 
the election has brought forth, 
THE EFFECTS OF PROHIBITION. . 

If the prohibition fanatics have any rays 
of sense left they must contemplate the re- 
sultof their work on Tuesday with some- 
thing of astonishment. What Arthurism 
did for the East they have done for the West. 
Learning nothing from the result of their 
work in Ohio, which gave that State to the 
Democrats; learning nothing from the mis- 
chievous effects of prohibition legislation in 
Kansas, lowa, and other States, which alien- 
ated the German wing of the Republicans, 
they carried their principles into the Novem- 
ber fight, and, gainimg nothing for them- 
seves, turned the great Kepublican Western 
States over to the Democracy or alienated so 
large a part of the vote as to paralyze the 
party. 

In every case where prohibition was 
brought to the front it resulted in the com- 
plete or partial triumph of whisky. Bossism 
is responsible mainly for the Eastern de- 
feats, but in Connecticut and Massachusetts, 
where prohibition entered into.the cam- 
vpaign, it had the same effect as in the West. 
In Massachusetts the liquor-sellers and the 
liquor-drinkers leagued together and the 
Germans joined the league en masse. Tie 
result is the election of Butler, the loss of 
this old stronghold of Republicanism, and 
unlimited whisky. In Connecticut the Re- 
publican Legislature last winter passed a 
more rigid license law, which alienated many 
Germans, and then threatened a prohibitory 
amendment, which led to their secession in a 
body to the Democracy. The resuit is the 
loss of Connecticut and free traffic in liquor. 
What have they gained in Connecticut and 
Massachusetts ? 

How much more have they gained in the 
West? In Indiana they went into the field 
as an organization, and the Liquor League 
entered the field against them as an ergan- 
ization. The Germans were alienated, In- 
diana went over to the Democrats, and the 
prohibition amendment was scattered fo the 
winds. Iowa adopted the prohibitory amend- 
ment last June, and her huge Republican 
majority is reduced down to 15,000 or 
„ . In Wisconsin the Prohibitionists 
openly attacked the Republicans and made 
common cause with the Democrats only to 
reduce majorities in that Republican 
State. Kansas, with its large Republican 
majority, Gov. St. John, the temperance 
fanatic, has barely pulled through, though 
running upon the Republicgn ticket, because 
the Germans had deserted the party. In 
Minnesota, Michigan, and Nebraska, pro- 
hibition was not a general issue, but 
wherever it did appear Republican defeat 
resulted. In this State also wherever it had 
strength enough to raise its head it damaged 
Republicans. In this city and county, had 
not its fanaticism been thoroughly exposed 
and its mischievous tendencies been de- 
nounced, and had not the issue come up of 
ef government by honest men or govern- 
ment by a dishonest clique controlled by 
gamblers, the Prohibitionists would have 
helped carry both city and county for Mike 
McDonald, MeGarigle, and Harrison. 

Arthurism carried the East for the Democ- 
racy ; German defection, caused by the pro- 
hibition scare, carried the West. Is it not 
about time that prohibition should call a 
halt and decide to retire from the field &s a 
political organization, since it gains nothing 
for itself and accomplishes nothing but evil 
by alienating the stanch allies of 
Republicanism with its fanaticism? In 
the quarter of a century which has 
elapsed, more or less, since the prohibi- 
tion folly was bornin Maine it has absolute- 
ly accomplished nothing. Its advocates can- 
not tell today whether the sale of liquor has 


deen increased or diminished dy it. It has 


stopped no man from drinking. Wherever it 
has had a chance to establish itself it has 
made matters worse. Men who always drink 
drink the more. Those who rarely drink 
drink more, because they are determined to 
resent an invasion of personal rights. They 
have sought to say in statutes that men shall 
not drink, and they continueto drink. They 
have sought with policemen and constables 
and all the machinery of the law to say that 
men shall not sell liquor, and they continue 
to sell. Instead of trying to stopthe demand 
by real temperance agitation and by moral 
suasion, or even by the punishmentof drunk- 
enness, they have aimed at shutting off the 
supply, which year upon year of effort and 
experience has shown cannot be done, for 
where there is a public demand there will 
always be a supply. Instead of warring 
upon an evil as temperate, and economical, 
and moral retormers, they have attacked it 
as tanatics, decreeing themselves as saints 
and every man who indulges in the use of 
beer or wine moderately as on the same plane 
with the man whois an habitual drunkard, 
and threatening him with the penalty of the 
statute. All that these fanatics have accom- 
plished thus far is to weaken the Republican 
party, which is the party of temperance, by 
driving away temperate Germans and 
strengthening the Democratic party, which 
is the party of intemperance, and with which 
Germans do not sympathize, but to which 
they will. fly rather than submit to even the 
possibility of dictation from prohibition fa- 
naties, or threats of penalties for the practice 
of a social habit which it is an insult 
to them and their families to stigmatize 
as intemperance. It is time for prohibition 
to retire from politics. It is only a power 
for evil, It has neither reason nor sense to 
commend it. Wherever t has had an op 
portunity to assertitself it has met with 
failure. The public is tired of it. Honest, 
respectable, moral people are tired of it, and 
the Republican party, if it ever wishes to ac- 
complish anything, must shake it off and 
disa vow any connection with it, The post- 
tion of Tur TaIsuNE on this question Is too 
well known to need repetition. It long ago 
pointed out the disasters which would come, 
and they have come, and they will come 
thicker and faster in the futureif prohibition 
is persisted in. No member of the Repub- 
lican party does his party or the cause of 
real temperance any service by countenan- 
cing this gross, illogical, and unreasonable 
folly. y

Bourrn's election as Governor of Massa- 
chusetts is one of the political anomaliés of 
this year.

HOUSEBREAKING. 


Hints upon a Burglar’s Complete Outfit. 
London Pall Mali Gazette. 


Among the handbooks still to be written, 


the “ Burglar’s Complete Guide ” has yet to 


appear. Pending the publication of that use- 
ful compendium of the experience gained by 
the veterans of the craft, it may not be amiss 
to say a few words on the outfit required by 
any person who ventures to earn a livelihood 
by the professional artof housebreaking. 
Burglary is a rather difficult as well as 
a dangerous profession to pursue. 
The ordinary thief may contrive to be 
fairly successful with mediocre | abil- 
ities. Mere vulgar filching only requires 
quickness and cnuning and a fair 
share of brazen impudence. The burglar, 
on the contrary, must not only have a fair 
stock of courage, but more than ordinary re- 
sources of skill. Not unfrequently he is an 
expert mechanic—a qualification whieh 
stands him in exceedingly good stead in the 
manufacture of the tools of his craft: for it 
is one of the disadvantages of his calling 
that its implements cannot be purchased in 
the market-place, but mustin many cases be 
surreptitiously manufactured in the closet. 
The instruments reguired for the purpose of 
burglary are not many in number, but it is 
often necessary to expend upon them much 
skillful workmanship. While be as ef- 
fective as possible, they must also light 
and handy. The accomplished housebreaker 
will never load himself with so many or such 
massive tools as will either excite suspicion 
when he sets out on a nocturnal ramble, or 
will act as serious impediments in case of 
rapid ment. 

Like all other specialists, the burglar makes 
a study of his craft, and nine parts of his 
success are due to the skill with which he 
adapts his means to his ends. The kind of 
implements vary according to the kind of 
robbery to be committed. A burglar does 
not, as some innocents seem to imagine, set 
out prepared to rob any house that may seem 
to offer a temptation. The choice of any 
particular “ crib to be cracked ”’ is a matter 
which calls for great care and rimination. 
Generally the thiet has found means to in- 
form himself, at least appro ly, as to 
the difficuities he may have to encounter and 
the sort of booty which is to be expected. If 
there isa safe ora strong box to be broken 
open he provides himself with a large crow- 

known fession as a 
sections, 
each other, much 
as the rods of a sweep’s brush are 
screwed together for cleanmg a chimney. 
When a crowbar of this kind is disjointed a 
woman can conveniently carry it under her 
apron to the intended scene of operations. 
It is seldom, however, that such large jim- 
mies” are employed. A burglar's ordinary 
outfit can be carried in his pocket. If he de- 
signs to enter a house by a door which is 
locked on the inside he will do weil to pro- 
vide himself with a small vise. The end of 
the door-key generally projects a little over 
the keyhole. If it does not, it is easy to pare 
— rr of the wood to allow of the in- 
sertion of the vise, which is fixed on the head 
of the key and screwed up with so much 
firmness as to make it an excellent handle. 
By means of this simple resource the burg- 
lar can enter at his leisure, close the door be- 
hind him, and proceed in search of the 
rooms which he supposes it to be most worth 
his while to rifle. 

If, however, the most feasible means of en- 
trance seems to be an up-stairs window, he 
will require a ladder. Sometimes the confid- 
ing householder is sufficiently obliging to 
leave a ladder in the yard; but this cannot 
always be depended on. The burgiar must 
therefore be prepared for contingencies, and 
to a practiced hund it is by no means difficult 
to make a ladder which shall seem no more 
suspicious than a mere bundle of wood. A 
dozen pieces of half-inch timber, each piece 
of about fifteen inches long and three inches 
in breadth, will, when bolted together, make 
a ladder of sufficient length to reach any 
first-floor window. Such a means of ascent 
rolls np into convenient compass, and can be 
carried under the arm. When about to be used 
itis straightened out and attached to the win- 
dow-ledge by means of hooks inserted in 
oneend. The — of the wood, lapping 
a little over each other, serve the purpose of 
steps, up which a nimble burglar can as- 
cend with tolerable ease. Burglars should 
always be light-weights—a fleshy man will 
seldom make a living as a housebreaker. 
Window-fastenings—if, indeed, the windows 
happen to be fastened—are easily dealt with. 
Almost any thin piece of iron inserted be- 
tween the sashes is equal to shooting back 
the bolts. Once inside a house, the burglar 
requires a box of matches. As few house- 
holders turn off their gas at the metre before 
retiring for the night—a device which has 
before now defeated the object ot many burg- 
lars—the dark-lantern Shas been laid aside 
as cumbersome and superfluous. Skeleton 
keys, though still used, are becoming equal- 
ly obsolete. A “jimmy” of about a foot in 
length, a hunting-knife, and a screw-driver 
generally afford sufficient means of dealing 
with locks and fastenings. These may al- 
most be said to complete the burglar's equip- 
ment. The jimmy is usuallya delicate 
instrument, finished with peculiar fineness 
at the ends, and .with tongues of well-tem- 
pered steel. 

Whether the burgiar carries firearms or 
not depends on the direction of his taste. He 
is most likely to do this if he works alone. 
For half a crown or so he can procure a pis- 
tol which may be disposed of in his waist- 
coat-pocket, and which — would be danger- 
ous at close quarters. But he would not be 
likely to carry such a weapon unless he had 
— ously contemplated its use. In the 
hands of most burgiars firearms are intended 
to serve as a threat in case of an alarm rather 
than as a means of do bodily Injury: and 
for this purpose a fair-sized revolver, such as 
can be purchased of a gunsmith for about 
12s. 6d., would be preferred te any weapon 
which might be equally dangerous but less

_ EDITING IN ARIZONA. 


The Pleasures of Cowboy Criticisms. 
Washington (D. U.) Post. 

Mr. John P. Clum, until recently the editor 
of the Tombstone (Ari.) Epitaph, is in the 
city, and tells a highly interesting story of a 
personal adventure, from which it would ap- 
pear that, next to running a faro-bank, 
editing a paper in the uncivilized por- 
tions of the West is about as dangerous 
an undertaking as a man can weil engage 
in. He went to New Mexico in 1871, and 
in 1874 was appointed Indian Agent for the 
Apaché tribes at San Carlos, Ari. In May, 
1880, Mr. Clum established the Tombstone 
Epitaph as a weekly. It is now a flourish- 
ing daily, He was first made Postmaster, 
and afterward Mayor. As a Postmaster he 
had a hard time of it; but as the chief mag- 
istrate of the village, brought, as he was, 
into almost daily contact with the rougher 
and most desperate elements, he grew 
accustomed to write his editorials in sight of 
his trusty Colt’s six-shooter. In attempting 
to preserve order he made enemies of the 
cowboys. This was the first step in a long 
and protracted warfare which lasted off and 
on for more than six months. First, there 
oceurred a drawn battle, at midday, between 
Mr. Clem’s Chief of Police and three 
officers and four cowboys. ‘Three of 
the officers were badly injured, and 
three cowboys killed outright. The fourth, 
who happened ngt to be armed, ran away 
and — — After this a Citizens’ Commit- 
tee was formed, and paraded the streets day 
and night, armed with six-shooters, needie- 
guns, an rifles, Mr. Clum assailed

Life was now 
becoming such a decided burden that he de- 
termined to pull up stakes and move to some 
place where the shotgun played a less con- 
stant part in the progress of civilization and 
the jmaintemance of the press. To leave 
was, however, not an easy thing to do; 
for the cowboys, ge some such 
move, had laid their ans accord- 

ly, and were posted around the outskirts 
of the town in the bushes, ready to shoot 
him as n as he appeared. 

Mr. Clum determined to reach Tueson at 
any cost, and one dark night about 8 o’clock 
got in a stage-coach and drove out into the 
prairie. It was bitter cold, the horses were 
galloping along in the darkness and 
snow, and Mr. Clum was sieeping un- 
easily, muffled up in his overevat in 
the. bottom of the coach, dreaming of the 
good things in store for an editor when he 
zets to Heaven, when a loud voice outside 
cried “Halt!” He jumped to his feet, and 
the horses suddenly reared back aud stopped. 

The order to halt and the commencement 
of the firing were simultaneous. To 
the command “Hold up!” the driver 
responded “All right“; but the shots 
frightened the horses, and they 
broke into a run. After running abont a 
mile one of the horses fell dead, and the 
coach stopped. Upon examination it was 
found that the horse was fatally shot. While 
this horse was being cut out of the traces 
Mr. Clam stepped to one side of the road to 
listen, as a second approach of the l- 
ants was feared. Believing that the pur- 
pose of the attack was to kill him, he decided 
to leave the coach and take his chances 
on foot, as he saw he had no show of mak- 
ing a fight in the coach. He walked to the 
Grand Central Mill, about seven miles dis- 
tant, where he was kindly provided for. 
After asleep of two hours he started on 
horseback for Benson, arriving there with- 
out any further trouble. From there he pro- 
eceded to Tucson, and immediately .left for 
the East. Mr. Clum has sold his paper, and 
will probably not return to Tombstone.

Interviews with Messrs. J. H. Devereux 
and D. W. Caldwell—They Are Not Vet 
Prepared to State Who the Real Pur- 
chaser of the Nickel- Plate “ Is, Nor 
Are They Willing to Tell Whether the 
Road Will Enter the City Over the 
Kilimois Central Tracks or Not. 

Messrs. J. H. Devereux, President of the 
Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis, 
one of the purchasers of the New York, Chicago 
& St. Louis Hailroad (* Nickel-Piate’’) arrived 
in Chicago yesterday in company with Vice- 
President Caldwell. 

In the morning the gentlemen had a confer- 
ence with President Ackerman of the Lillinois 
Central Railroad,.but just what it resuited in 
Mr. Devereux was not willing to divulxe. 

In reply to a reporter’s question be said: 

“Mr. Caldwell and myseif arrived in Chicago 
this morning on the Lake Shore Koad with a 
view of examining into the condition of our ter- 
minal facilities here, and to determine what is 
best to do about the arrangements for our en- 
trance into thecity. We have not yet done any 
thing, or arrived at any conclusion which we 
can give to the public—in fact I must say for 
myself that Il am spending as much of my time 
as possible at present in getting an idea of the 
general condition of the road 

“Tell me one thing, Mr. Devereux,” asked 
the reporter. “ Who is it that bas really bougut 
the Nickei-Piate?’’ 

Mr. Devereux smiled. It is stated that Judge 
Burke was the purchaser for himself and assv- 
ciates; further than that I do not like to say.“ 

But how do you propose to run the road; 
that isa matter of great interest to Chicago 
people just at present. Of course, you know it 
is reported that Mr. Vanderbilt holds the other 
controlling interest in the stock, and proposes 
to run it asa freight track subservient to the 
Lake Shore?” 

have beard a great many rumors about 
what was to be done with the road. One thingis 
certain: if the parties iu whose interest it was 
purchased wished their connection with it made 
public they would do so. As matters stand at 
present I cannot tell you anything more than 
what you now know regarding who the backers 
of the enterprise are. One thing, however, you 
may say, and that it this: the gentiemen who 
purcbased the road did so because they believed 

t was a good piece of ee gy to own, and you 

may be assured a that it will be run forall 

that it is worth.” 


Do you mean by that that it will be run in- 
dependent of the Vanderbilt interests? 

I did not say so. I said it would be operated 
80 as to aap rove a profitable investment. The in- 
tention isto make arrangements with varions 
eastand west roads so that they will use its 
tracks. 

*“ When do you think a formal announcement 
will be made of the true owners and the policy 
which will be pursued in its management? 

* ] cannot tell you just when. There are a 
number of persons interested who have to be 
consulted in the matter.“ 

When questioned about the probable focation 
of bis freight depot, Mr. Devereux said that be 
could not say where it would be yet; hid trip to 
Chi was mainly to see Mr. Ackerman, of the 
Ilimois Central, and confer with him about the 
— relations which the Nickel- Plate and 
Illinois Central were co hold toward one another. 
Mr. Ackerman, who had wens to large e pense 
with the expectation that the Nickel- 
would use its tracks into the city, naturally — 
a right to feel anxious as to what the pew pur- 
chasers proposed doing, and to be informed of 
their plans as far as re ated to his interests. 

Subsequent! the reporter met Mr. Caldwell 
and asked: bat truth is there to the report 
that the Nickel- Pilate’ has been served with a 
notice by the Liknois Central Road that the con- 
tract with that road must be signed within twen- 
ty-four hours, or the Nickel-Piate ’’ mustaban- 
don its tracks?” 

“ There is no truth in the report, so far as I 
know. I have never been served with any such 
notice by the Lilinois Central; on the contrary, 
I have every reason to feel assured that our re- 
lations with it are of a most harmonious char- 
acter. Another thing, it was not expected that 
the contract which you refer to would be signed 
until after the meeting of the Lilinois Central 
Company's Directors, Nov. 17.” 

Do you still think that it will be signed?” 

I do not see why. The contract is being ex- 
amined into at present. As the contract in- 
volves an expenditure of $250,000 a year, it of 
course is one which requires due consideration 
before it is entered into.

I do 
not think that any material changes are con- 
templated in its working force, and I feel sure 
that wherever a man occupies a position on the 
road which he is qualified for, and where he 
gives satisfaction, that he will be retained.”

COMMERCIAL, 


The leading produce markets were badly weak 
yesterday, the downward march being led by 
corn, which seemed to wave no friends. Our 
receipts were rather large, both in bogs and 
Krain, and there was more stuff on sale tban 
was wanted by either consumers or speculators. 
- Provisions were badly weak, though the mar- 
ket looked steady early in the day. There was 
again a good shipping demand for lard anda 
fair one for meats, but the report that 37,000 
fresh hogs had arrived on the market, with 
weather too warm . for brisk pack- 
ing, was a reason for further de- 
cline in prices, and the market 
was very weak when corn was found to be on 
the down grade. Still there was a good deal of 


filling in by parties who had gone short at much, 


bigher prices, while the selling seemed to ba 
chiefly local. It was said that if the weather 


Should turn cold the packers would want all the 


hogs that can be forwarded, and probably bid 
up for them, making it dangerous to be on the 
short side of product. This determined the 
filling in, while the selling was done on the 
theory that cheap corn must make cheap hogs. 
Pork deciined 40c for this month, We for the 
year, and 25c on January, the market closing at 
about the lowest prices of the session. Lard fell 
off 15c for this month to 5¢ on the more deferred 
futures, beimg partly sustained by the fact that 
Western Europe has recently been a free buyer 
of lard at our reduced prices. Meats declined 
about Se per 100 Ibs on futures, bet were 
relatively firm, with light offermgs. The after- 
noon market was tame and easy, but steadier, 
Flour was moderately aetive, but quotably 
easier. Afew lots were taken by exporters 
where hoiders were willing to shade prices, and 
the local market was quiet. Bran and middlings 
were rather weak. It is reported some 


flour drafts have come back protested, the. 


parties bere having drawn a little too fiercely 
against their consignments. Parties here say 
that the stock of some 60,000 bris reported to be 
in New York is depressing the views of er geg 
buyers. 

Wheat was moderately active, but nen de- 
ollumg Ic from the latest prices of Monday, and 
closing tame. The British reports said quiet 
and steady,“ but our receipts were large, and 
there was no shipping demand to speak of. while 

corn was weak: Local bears were selling as 
much as they could find customers for, the out- 
side world not taking enough interest in the deal 
even to send selling orders. Car-lots fell off 
about le on the average, being firm as compared 
with futures fill near the glose, though the 
spring wheat seemed to be only taken to make 
up 5.000 bu lots. and the red because it ought to 
pay to bold against equal quantities of spring 
sold at the present smal! difference between the 
two kinds.

Corn was active and irregularly weak. This 
month and the year declined 144@1\c, longer 
futures 4c, and car-lots 2%c, all closing tame, 
except that November closed about midway be- 
tween the top and bottom prices of the session. 
The British markets were quoted firm, hut our 
receipts were large, and reports from the coun- 
try indicated that new corn is moving more 
freely, while New-Eugland operators binted that 
they are offered Southern corn at prices much 
below ours, after allowing for difference in ary- 
ness. St. Louis parties sent in some 
large buying orders early to fill shorts, 
and the filling of these orders made our 
market firm early, but it was soon over, and 
then the market broke under large 
local offerings. There was afair shipping de- 
mand early. to round out cargoes, but buyers 
had got through by about 11:30 o’clock, though 
it was said that more would have been taken if 
freight-room by lake and rail were not 80 scarce. 
Shippers did not care to ship by lake and canal, 
as that would involve tne possibility of having 
the grain frozen in ail winter away from tide- 
water. It was stated by several operators that 
New Eugland is now about to procure all the 
corn she wants from Southern points, and it 
will be dry enough for consumption, 
though probably not dry enough to 
bear putting in store for speculators to 
play with. Hence there may be some specula- 
tive pressure, but it will be difficult to keep up 
prices of old with a good supply of new. The 
market declined e further on the aft rgoon 
call, and ciosed at 60c for the year. This was 
the turning point. It had been said that there 
were buying orders here for millions at that 
figure. But the people who were reputed 
anxious to purchase. developed as sellers after 
the cail was over, and put down the price to 
doe in the ante-room, but it closed firmer. 

Oats were quiet, with only a moderate amount 
of business done, and that early in the day. The 
first transactions were at Me below the latest 
figures of Monday, from which the market 
rallied 4{@%c, but at the close fell back, and 
was weak at the opening figures. The liberal 
receipts (167 cars), together with the lack of de- 
mand for spot and the weakness in corn, were 
all unfavorabie to sellers, who generally kept 
aloof. No. 2 spot sold at 33%@33%c, closing at 
DiZse bid. No.2 white was nominal. Rejected 
soid at BIK c. Seller the month opened at Me. 
sold up to 340, and closed dull at 33Xc. Seller 
the year sold from 33% to Ac. closing at e. 
May ranged at 3544@35c, closing at , sell- 
ers. Samples were slow and a shade easier. 

Rye opened firm at Monday’s latest prices, but 
was easier at the close. No. 2 gilt-edged sold 
early at 56%c, closing nominally at 56c, with 
selier the nfonth at the same figure. December 
was quotabie at 2 and the year at 500. For re- 
jected in store 52c was bid. Samples sold at 536 
550 for rejected, and 57057 e for No. 2. 

Barley was dull and weak, No. 2 spot selling 2c 
lower, and No. 3 Ie below Monday's price. 
Car-lots of the former were sold at 800. and the 

latter brought 51%c, with 52c bid for November. 
Samples were dull and lower. 

Dry goods remain quiet, with prices not par- 
ticularly firm. There is a fairiy active move- 
ment in boots and shoes, clotbing, and millinery 
goods. Groceries were in good demand at sus- 
tained prices. Dried fruits were moving more 
freely, and are generaily tirmer. Evaporated 
apples, raspberies, pitted cherries, and dates are 
higher. Kaisins were quoted off. The fish mar- 
ket remained firm, except for salmon, which 
was 50c per bri lower. -Dairy products were 
nominaily steady. Oils were firm. carbon ad- 
vancing nc. 

The trade in green fruits was light and prices 
steady. Eggs were easier at 80 per doz. In 
drugs and chemicals, all the sta ples hold steady 
at last week's quotations. A little better trade 
is reported in hides, with prices steady. Re- 
ceipts are light. Wool is moving fairly, and pre- 
sents no new feature. Potatoes continue siow 
at 40800 per bu. In seeds timothy was steady 
at $1.62@1.65 for prime.

FATAL EXPLOSION. 


An Explosion of Varnish Followed by 
the Death of One Man and a Destruc- 
tive Fire. 

Spécial Dispatch to Ie Chicago Tribune. 

New Tonk, Nov. 8.—An explosion of varnish, 
which ignited from some cause that may never 
be ascertained, in the cellar of No. 243 Pearl 
street this morning, caused a fire that did about 
$70,000 damage, and led to the death by suffoca- 
tion of Frederick B. Doubleday. Two employés 
of a firm in the building were slightly burned. 
Ilsley & Doubleday, dealers in paints, varnishes, 
olls, brushes, and grease, occupied the ground 
floor and cellar of No. 248. Pearl street. The 
firm had a large stock of goods in 
their place, and most of the articles 
were inflammable. Just before the fire started 
two men were in the cellar of No. 243 Pearl 
street arranging an 5 5 light wire, and John 


Brown, of No. 148 C street, and Albert 
Conrad, employed by Isley & Doubleday, were 
near them. The explosion was not loud. but it 
was violent enough to throw some boxes and 
rubbish up the cellar stairs to the street, and 
tiames appeared so quickly that Brown’s clothes 


caught tire, and when he reached street 
and was rolled im a horse blanket 
it was discovered that his legs were 


burned. Conrad’s face was slightly burned. 
Frederick B. Doubleday, a nephew of Chester P. 
Doubleday, member of the firm, was overcome 
by the smoke and beat, and failed to get out of 
the building. His body was subsequently found 
in the basement. As to the origin of the fire, 
the men who were putting in the electric wire 
declare that no act of theirs could have caused 
the outbreak. They were excavating under the 
sidewalk when the explésion occurred, and the 
fire came from the buiiding to them,

What They Think of the Earthslip 
in Washington—An Un- 
' happy Crowd. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WaASHINGTOX, D. C., Nov. 8.“ Sacred to the 
memory of James A. Garfield.” That is the 
reason which one of those who were the most in- 
timate with President Garfield in his lifetime 
gives for the Republican defeat. He explained 
bimself as tollows: Gen. Garfield's life was a 
protest against the boss system iu politics. He 
was nominated at Chicago because he advocated 
that doctrine there, and made an earnest fight 
against the unit rulo and the whole system of 
boss manipulation. The short period of his 
Presidency was characterized by a de- 
fiance of the aggressive attitude of the 
bosses in at ieast one State. The 
voive of the people yesterday was simply a re- 
assertion of the principle for which Gen. Garfield 
la bored.“ 

ONE OF THE MOST PRONOUNCED OF SrAL- 
WARTS, 
who has been very active in dom the work of 
the campaign, on being asked tonight what his 
theory of the defeat was, saia: “The Repub- 
licans were defeated because of traitors in their 
midst. These traitorsshould be given no quarter 
now. I hope that, when Gen. Arthur comes back 
here, be will not attempt any policy of concilia- 
tion. Those people will not be conciliated. They 
mean to rule or ruin.

It is only in the best Greek gems, on the silver 
coins of Syracuse, or among the marble figures 
of the Parthenon frieze that one can find the 
ideai representation of the marvelous beauty of
